| City’s tax rate for this year will 
be the same as last year, $2.25 on 
$100 valuation, the city council de- 
cided at its meeting last night. 

Of this rate $1.25 would be for 
the general fund, 40c for bond in- 
terest and redemption, 25c for the 
library, 15c for the parks, music 
and advertising, and 20c for the 
special fund to pay the fire equip- 
ment bonds. 

On the basis of assessed valua- 





*| tion, this rate will raise for the 


city the sum of $67,500. The gen- 

| eral fund rate will, bring $38,000 
for use in general purposes. The 
library fund will net $8000 and 
the bond interest and redemption 
figure will bring $12,000 to the 
city. The parks, music and adver- 
| tising fund will get $4500, and 
$5000 will go to pay the bonds for 
the fire equipment purchased last 
year. 

Due to the increase in the val- 
uation, the same rate this year as 
last year will bring more money to 
the city than in 1928.  Upland’s 
valuation is $2,911,700 as compar- 
ed with last year’s figures of $2,- 
639,520.
